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LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1952. 

The  number  of  births  is  13  less  than  in  1951.  The  number  of 
illegitimate  births  remains  the  same. 

The  number  of  deaths  increased  by  43.  The  large  percentage  of  old 
people  in  the  district  continues  to  grow,  partly  by  longevity  and  partly  by 
people  retiring  here  from  less  salubrious  districts.  As  a  result,  the  deaths 
exceed  the  births  by  115  and  the  crude  death  rate  is  very  high.  If  the 
district  had  a  similar  age  distribution  in  its  population  to  the  rest  of  the 
country  the  death  rate  would  be  10-4,  which  is  less  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Heart  conditions  and  circulatory  disorders  were  responsible  for  193 
of  the  deaths,  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  for  63,  and  cancer 
for  92.  A  large  number  of  the  heart  and  vascular  conditions  were  due  to 
wearing  out  of  the  tissues  by  age  and  use.  Cancer,  although  it  affects  the 
older  age  groups  most  commonly,  does  shorten  the  lives  of  many  who  would 
otherwise  live  a  useful  existence  for  a  much  longer  period.  There  is  much 
cancer  research  going  on  in  the  world.  The  arrival  of  the  cobalt-bomb 
treatment  unit  at  Mount  Vernon  Hospital  in  Middlesex  was  the  chief  thera¬ 
peutic  advance  in  this  country  in  1952.  However,  much  more  important  is 
to  find  why  a  malignant  growth  starts  at  all  and  to  prevent  it  at  this  stage. 

There  was  no  undue  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 
There  are  two  diseases  which  are  really  preventable  by  artificial  means  and 
these  are  diphtheria  and  smallpox.  From  the  table  in  the  Report  you  will 
see  the  few  cases  of  diphtheria  there  have  been  since  immunisation  became 
“popular”  in  the  early  part  of  the  last  war.  Mothers  must  remember  that 
they  will  not  pass  on  immunity  to  their  children.  It  is  their  duty  to  their 
children  to  have  them  immunised  against  diphtheria,  preferably  before  their 
first  birthday. 

When  there  is  a  smallpox  scare  many  people  rush  to  have  themselves 
and  their  offspring  vaccinated,  hoping  they  will  get  protection  in  time. 
This  should  never  have  to  happen.  Parents  should  have  their  infants  vac¬ 
cinated  very  early  in  life  by  their  own  doctor  when  there  will  be  virtually 
no  upset  to  the  child.  If  vaccinations  are  regularly  done  after  this  at 
approximately  three  yearly  intervals  there  would  be  scarcely  any  reaction 
on  the  person  and  they  would  be  safe  from  smallpox.  If  everyone  did  this 
doctors  could  arrange  a  regular  vaccination  session  which  would  be  easier 
for  them  than  doing  the  odd  ones  they  have  to  do  today. 

There  is  now  only  one  school  with  earth  closets,  compared  with  three 
in  1951. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  rest  of 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  efficient  way  in  which  they 
have  carried  out  their  duties.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA 

1.  Local  Health  Authority  Services 

Nursing. 

General  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and 
School  Nurses  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  serve  in 
the  area. 

Clinics  and  T reatment  Centres. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

The  County  Council  provide  Centres  at  Littlehampton  and 
Arundel.  These  Centres  are  accessible  to  some  of  the  residents 
of  the  rural  parishes  adjoining  these  urban  areas. 

The  County  Council  also  hold  Centres  within  the  district  at 
East  Preston,  Findon,  Lancing,  Rustington  and  Angmering. 

Free  dental  treatment  is  available  for  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  at  the  Dental  Clinics. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  by  the  County  Council  at  Lancing 
and  Rustington. 

School  Clinics. 

The  following  Clinics  held  by  the  County  Council  are  avail¬ 
able  for  children  resident  in  the  district :  — 

Minor  Ailments  Clinics,  Eye  Clinics  and  Dental  Clinics  are 
held  at  Littlehampton  Health  Centre,  Lancing  Health  Centre  and 
Shoreham-by-Sea  Health  Centre. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics  are  held  at  Lancing  Health  Centre  and 
Chichester  Health  Centre. 
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Physiotherapy  Clinics  are  held  at  Littlehampton  Health 
Centre,  Lancing  Health  Centre,  and  Shoreham-by-Sea  Health 
Centre. 

Speech  Therapy  Clinics  are  held  regularly  at  Chichester  and 
Bognor  Regis  Health  Centres  and  as  required  at  the  Lancing  and 
Shoreham-by-Sea  Health  Centres. 

Children  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are 
treated  at  the  Sussex  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital,  Brighton,  and  at 
Worthing  Hospital. 

Chest  Clinics . 

Chest  Clinics  are  held  at  Worthing  Hospital  and  Southlands 
Hospital,  Shoreham-by-Sea,  which  are  available  to  all  residents 
in  the  Worthing  Rural  District. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

Residents  may  attend  Clinics  at  Worthing  Hospital,  the 
Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton,  or  St.  Mary  s  Hospital, 
Portsmouth. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Acting  as  agent  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John  Ambu¬ 
lance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the 
Ambulance  and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an 
ambulance  are  made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance 
on  the  case  or  through  the  Police  or  public  in  case  of  accidents 
or  other  emergencies. 

Lists,  showing  names  and  addresses  of  midwives,  health 
visitors  and  general  nurses,  may  be  seen  at  County  Libraries, 
Town  Halls,  or  offices  of  Local  District  Councils,  and  the  Public 
Health  Department,  County  Hall,  Chichester.  Information  as  to 
the  situation  of  clinics  and  times  of  sessions  may  be  obtained 
from  the  same  sources,  or  from  the  local  midwife,  health  visitor 
or  general  nurse. 

!L  H  ospital  and  Specialist  Services 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Hospital  accommodation  of  a 
private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circumstances,  subject  to 
appropriate  charges. 

Ilf.  General  Medical  and  Dental  Services 

Everyone  is  entitled  as  part  of  the  arrangements  for  the 
National  Health  Service  to  general  medical  and  dental  care. 
Local  arrangements  for  these  services  are  organised  through  the 
National  Health  Service  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  63, 
South  Street,  Chichester. 
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IV.  Home  Help  Service 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  W omen  s  Voluntary  Service  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council.  1  hey  do  an  extremely  valuable 
work  in  assisting  maternity  cases  and  aged  people,  sometimes  in 
the  most  difficult  conditions. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1943.  Section  47 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT  1951 

It  was  necessary  to  remove  one  old  lady  from  her  home  to 
Worthing  Hospital  because  she  was  aged,  infirm,  and  living 
alone.  The  lady,  aged  80,  developed  heart  failure  and  could  not 
leave  her  bed  without  collapsing.  There  were  no  relatives  able 
to  look  after  her  but  a  Home  Help,  aged  over  60,  spent  several 
days  and  nights  attending  to  the  invalid  s  requirements  until  a 
bed  was  found  in  Worthing  Hospital.  The  old  lady  then  refused 
to  leave  her  home.  As  the  Home  Help  could  not  continue  and 
there  was  no  one  else  to  look  after  her,  an  application  was  made 
to  a  local  Magistrate  foi  her  removal.  He  made  an  order  for  her 
removal  to  Worthing  Hospital  for  a  period  of  three  weeks.  She 
subsequently  appeared  quite  happy  in  hospital  and  an  appli¬ 
cation  to  the  Court  for  continuing  her  stay  beyond  three  weeks 
was  not  necessary. 

Section  50— Burial  or  Cremation  of  the  Dead 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  undertake  the  burial  of  any 
person  during  the  year  under  the  provisions  of  this  Section. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  WATER  SUPPLY 

(a)  Ten  of  the  Parishes  in  the  District  have  Public  Mains 
Water  Supply,  the  remaining  seven  Parishes  have  piped  supplies 
to  a  varying  extent  from  private  sources.

In  quality  the  water  from  public  sources  was  wholesome  and 
laboratory  reports  satisfactory.  Where  reports  on  individual  wells 
were  unsatisfactory,  the  necessary  action  was  taken  to  render  the 
supply  wholesome,  or  alternatively  to  have  public  mains  water 
supply  laid  on. 

The  quantity  of  the  public  supplies  is  adequate  for  the  needs 
of  the  district. 

Bacteriological  examinations  and  chemical  analyses  are 
made  of  all  public  piped  supplies  by  the  Water  Undertakings 
concerned  at  regular  intervals,  that  is  to  say,  by  Brighton  Cor¬ 
poration,  Worthing  Corporation,  and  Littlehampton  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict. 

Twenty-eight  samples  of  water  were  sent  for  analysis  and 
examination  during  the  year — 7  chemical  and  21  bacteriological. 
I  hese  were  from  Public  Supplies,  Public  Supplies  owned  by 
Private  Companies,  and  from  individual  supplies  at  dwelling- 
houses.  All  Public  Mains  Supplies  from  Brighton,  Littlehampton 
and  Worthing  Local  Authorities  are  chlorinated.  In  addition,  the 
following  public  supplies  owned  by  private  companies  are  also 
chlorinated  :  —

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2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

(a)  Western  Area 

During  the  year  a  new  ejector  station,  together  with  pump¬ 
ing  mains,  was  :>  ovided  on  a  large  Estate,  which  removed  a  con¬ 
siderable  difficulty,  hitherto  experienced,  from  the  storage  of 
sewage  for  removal  by  cesspool  emptier. 

( b )  Eastern  Area 

I  he  system  at  Lancing  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year.  1  stated  in  my  last  Report  that  a  temporary  chlorination 
plant  had  been  put  into  use  in  an  endeavour  to  overcome  offen¬ 
sive  odours  at  the  Worthing  Borough  Sewerage  Works.  The  use 
of  this  plant,  having  produced  satisfactory  results  has  led  to  the 
purchase  of  a  permanent  plant  which  is  now  installed. 

(c)  Throughout  the  year  work  has  continued  on  the  connec¬ 
tion  of  the  drains  of  properties  to  the  new  sewers  in  the  Parish  of 
Sompting,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  work  at  903  properties  had 
been  completed. 

(d)  The  Council  is  proceeding  with  its  proposals  for  the 
provision  of  sewers  in  the  Parish  of  Findon,  where  there  are  in 
existence  385  premises,  all  of  which  have  cesspools  or  small 
sewage  installations,  the  present  situation  being  that  the  scheme 
has  been  completed  ready  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  by  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Engineers.

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3.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(a)  House  Refuse 

Refuse  collection  has  been  carried  out  weekly  at  all  Parishes 
in  the  more  populated  Parishes  along  the  coast,  and  in  the  out¬ 
lying  Parishes  collections  are  made  twice  monthly. 

1  he  work  is  carried  out  by  the  use  of  five  moveable-floor 
rear-loading  collection  vehicles,  supplemented  by  two  small  side 
loaders  for  actual  refuse  collection,  with  two  small  lorries  for  the 
removal  of  more  bulky  material,  and  one  van  for  waste  paper 
collection  and  salvage. 

In  the  Western  Area  disposal  is  carried  out  by  controlled 
tipping  at  Swillage  Lime  Kiln,  Angmering.  1  his  1  ip  is  now 
nearly  filled  and  there  is  some  urgency  about  finding  a  new  site. 

In  the  Eastern  Area  pulverisation  of  refuse  continues  and 
during  the  year  there  has  been  some  success  in  disposing  of  this 
commody  to  farmers. 

The  sale  of  salvage  has  been  a  considerable  source  of  income 
towards  the  reduction  of  the  over-all  cost  of  the  service. 

(b)  Cesspools 

1  he  Council  operate  a  cesspool  emptying  service  which 
provides  for  the  emptying  of  each  cesspool  four  times  a  year 
free  of  charge  in  respect  of  each  house  discharging  sewage  into 
a  cesspool.  The  service  has  operated  satisfactorily  throughout 

the  year. 

(c)  Rivers  arsd  Streams 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  for  any  action  to  be  taken 
in  respect  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area.

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  serve  any  notice  under  these 
Regulations  which  prevent  persons  suffering  from  1  uberculosis 
taking  part  in  the  production  of  milk. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936,  Section  172 

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  under  this 
Section,  which  gives  power  to  Sanitary  Authorities  to  apply  in 
special  cases  for  a  Magistrate  s  Order  for  the  removal  of  1  uber~ 
culous  persons  to  an  Institution  for  isolation.
